the siege with 12,000 troops, 2000 civi- 
lians and 4000 natives.

"Since the middle c-f January, a man 


once down was practically lost. 


"The reduced rations of the soldiers 


just sufficed for their subsistence.

have been over 200 deaths from disease 
alone. 


"Last fortnight saw a majority of 


the fie'd batteries unhorsed and the 
guns permanently posted for our de- 
fences. 


Cavalrymen and drivers were con-

Tor- 
nadoes of patriotic excitement are whirl- 
ing through the country. Even the dull- 
est soul must have been stirred by the 
emotions of yesterday, and London's 
6,000,000 were raised to a high pitch of 
patriotic exaltation. 


Lord Lansdowne chose the psycholo- 


gical moment to anrvassce estimates ex- 
ceeding £61,000,000, and rather sta,rtl«il 
the public by unfpldSvig the program of 
the war office to send out, in addition to 
the 30,000 troops n<xw afloat, 56,000 fresh 
soldiers. l<oid Roberts will ultimately 
have a force of a quarter of a million. 
An order has reaped "Woolwich arsenal 
for the construction of 224 nsw guns, 
from three-pounders to 12-inch 
gruivs. 


Of these 140 are to be naval guns. Al- 
ready 25,000 workm«n~are employed at 
the arsenal and 3000 more will be en- 
gaged. These decisions to send out more 
troops and to increase the home arma- 
ment meet with universal approval. 


The Boers seem, to have gotten quit* 


^away from around Ladysmith without 
losing a gun or their baggage. Van 
Reenen's pass is only about 20 miles from 
Ladysmith. 


The conditions at Ladysmith are now 


better understood, as the military au- 
tho ties no longer retain their special 
Information. It appears that, since the 
middle of January, the horses have been 
half starved and altogether too weak 
either to drag guns or to carry cavalry- 
men. 
Hence the impossibility of dash- 


Ing out to help General Buller attack the 
Boers. 
These half-starved

were carefully saved for food.

THE 
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SIGNS OF SETTLEMENT 


Cutters in Several Places Will 


Adhere to Agreements Bun- 


ning to May 1 


Boston, March 2.—From information 


received In Boston, which has the head- 
quarters for the Granite Manufacturers' 
association cf New England and 
the 


Granite Cutters' National union, It ap- 
pears that nearly all the manufacturers 
seem willing to adopt the proposed 
eight-hour workday, and a number of 
them granted the Increase in wages also; 
but some of them have refused to com- 
piy with the request of the union and 
their journeymen struck. 


The Barre, Vt., cutters have accepted 


the manufacturers' offer of an eight 
hour day, with an average of 85 cents an 
hour, in place of a minimum of $3 a day, 
as the union demands. The actual terms 
of this agreement havo been questioned, 
'however, and until the other manufac- 
turers ascertain definitely whether the 
35 cents at Barre is "minimum" or 
"average" hourly wage, the strike will 
remain In force. 
\ 


The strike has developed some inter- 


esting features. 
The union officials 


early predicted that every quarry would 
be tied up, buit in doing so they forgot 
that in several places, especially in Bos- 
ton, the local cutters had agreements 
•with their employers to adjust the wage 
ech«dule on May 1. At such points, ac- 
cordingly, the union men made their 
word good, and probably before their 
tlms comes to readjust conditions a pre- 
cedent will obviate a contest. 
Again, 


although the union's demand, written in 
definite terms, was made on the manu- 
facturers months ago, It did not hesi- 
tat« to sanction compromise offers, and 
this willingness to reach a settlement 
points unmistakeably to an early re- 
sumption of work in quarries all over 
New England. 


Tha Barre agreement having taken 


the edge off the strike, as it were, in- 
terest centered in Quincy, with its 2500 
cutters. 
It developed that no op- 


position is made to the eight-hour day 
Jr. any quarry in New England. 
The 


Quinoy manufacturers offered a; min- 
imum of 33 cents per hour, which the 
union's committee refused to entertain, 
Insisting instead on the Barre agree- 
ment, as they understood it, of a 35- 
eent minimum. Then th-e manufactur- 
ers raised the point that Barre manufac- 
turers only guaranteed an average of 
that figure, and with little debate the 
Quincy employers decided to carry the 
matter to the New England Granite 
Manufacturers' association for a de- 
cision. 
This association represents <t 


majority of the big quarries, and has 
already told the union that it did not 
eee the way clear to grant the demand. 
The margin in contention at the end of 
the first day of the strike is so small 
that a resumption of work does not 
seem far distant. 
It is likely that the 


settlement in Quincy will end all trouble 
throughout New England, but if Quincy 
granite yards remain still from 6000 to 
7000 journeymen cutters will remain Idle., 


CLAIMED JUDGES' LIVES 


ffERE THREATENED 


Fra-ritcf ort, Ky., Marcn z.—Tne court or 


appeals yesterday entered an order post- 
poning' the argument docket till the 
spring term, which begins in April. The 
order of the chief justice does not give 
the reason for this action, but merely 
states that the Judges will hold their 
consultations at which cases will be de- 
cided as usual, and that the court will 
convene on the bench whenever the oc- 
casion demands it.

and made the frauds possible. 


The Public Debt. 


Washington, March 2.—The monthly 


statement of the public debt shows that 
at the close of business Feb. 28 the debt, 
less cash in the treasury, amounted to 
$1,118,886,059, a decrease since Feb. 1 of 
$6,750,168. This decrease is largely ac- 
counted for by the increase in the 
amount of cash on hand. There are de- 
mand liabilities outstanding amounting 
to $799,094,217, which leaves a net cash 
balance in the treasury of $298,362,813. 


Burial of Ninety-six Soldiers.

BILL MAY BE SHELVED 


Senate Likely to Pass Foraker 


Substitute for House Porto 


Eican Bill 


Washington, March 2.—The Puerto 


Rico bill was brought into the senate 
yesterday and at once referred, by re- 
quest of Senator !Poraker, to the com- 
mittee on Pacific Islands and Puerto 
Rico, of which he Is chairman. Legis- 
lation and treaties in whtch the tariff 
question la torched are not commonly 
allowed to go to any committee other 
than that on finance without a contest 
from the finance committee. No such 
contest was made in this case, probably 
because themetmbersof the finance com- 
mittee, bearing in mind the popular up- 
rising against the spjrit of the house 
bill and the feeling that the Republican 
party has damaged itself by the course ' 
of the house, were not anxious to draw 
upon themselves-a like flre of condem- 
nation.

Mr. Foraker'g committee, unless all 


Signs fail, will take the bill which he has 
already framed, giving Puerto Ricq a 
civil government and imposing tariff 
duties equal to 25 percent of the Ding- 
ley rates, and will substitute it for the 
house bill by striking out everything in 
the latter after the enacting clause, but 
will reduce the 25 to 15 percent. There 
may be a few other modifications, but all 
in the direction of strengthening the 
policy of autonomy on the island. There 
will not be free trade unless the spirit 
of things in the committee changes won- 
derfully from what is understood today. 


The senate, if it passes anything on 


the subject, will probably pass the For- 
aker substitute, and then it will go back 
to the house. As the house has indicated 
no desire to^providea civil government 
for Puerto Rico, the chances now favor 
the failure of the Foraker 
substitute 


there, and that would mean, of course, 
the lack of any legislation at this session. 


Such an outcome -would be more wel- 


come to the president'than any course 
which would be direct responsibility 
upon him of completing the overthrow 
of his own proclaimed policy. Mean- 
while, an effort will undoubtedly be 
made to wo-rk up a sentiment in the sen- 
ate In favor of a bill permitting the issue 
of a loan for Puerto Rican account, and 
an internal revenue system for the sink- 
ing fund for the payment of the prin- 
cipal. 


The same reports1 .are afloat In the sen- 


ate wing of the Capitol as were heard in 
the house wing last'Week, that congress 
will wash its hands of the whole Puerto 
Rican matter, and by law turning the 
future control of the island, including 
the tariff, over to the president. This is 
the last, thing the president-iijlres. But 
congress could, after the failure of all 
direct legislation for Puerto Rico, inject 
a paragraph into one of the great appro- 
priation bills covering this subject. This 
may be done as a last resort. 


Representative Littlefield 
of Malna 


had a short conference with the presi- 
dent yesterday. 
On leaving the White 


House he said that he had simply called 
to recommend two men for appoint- 
ment, and the subject of the Puerto 
Rican bill was not touched upon. 
He 


added, however, that he considered the 
passa-ge of the bill a grave political mis- 
take which would cost his party dearly. 


F01R PERSONS KILLED 


IN PASSENGER WRECK

south-bound passenger train on the 
Northampton division of the N. Y., N. 
H. and H. railroad, duo to leave Plain- 
Ville for New Haven at 6:55, but which 
was yearly 1% hours late, ran into a 
washout about two miles from the sta- 
tion.

ment. Four passengers were killed and 
seven were injured. 


The body of one passenger killed has 


been recovered, the other Is still In the 
wreck. 


The dead were taken to Farmington 


by a special train, accompanied by Medi- 
cal Examiners Osborn and Wright. The 
injured Were later taken to the Hartford 
hospital. 


The wrecked train was made up of 


engine, baggage and mail car, combina- 
tion car, passenger car and the pay car 
In the rear. The train was nearly 1% 
hours late and -was proceeding cau- 
tiously when it struck the washout. 


The two unknown passengers killed 


were in -the smoker. There were no 
women aboard the train. 


The scene of the wreck is ordinarily a 


email rivulet, the waters of which f<kw 
through^ a spacious culvert. Yesterday, 
however, the water assumed greater pro- 
portions, owing to the heavy rain. There 
were about 150 mail pouches in the 
wrecked car and but 75 have been ac- 
counted for.

Still another has been In 
command of the Boer forces that be- 
Bleged Klmberley. 


Naturally it would be supposed that 


Mr. Wessels would know all about the 
generals commanding the troops. He 
was asked about them.

COLOXEL SCHIEL. 


Wessels simply. "I know little of h!s 
qualifications as a soldier. I have seen 
Cronje, but that Is all. I do not know 
Prlnzloo, who Is the commandant of 
my own district, except to bow to him. 
It is not my business. My brother, 0. 
H. "Wessels, would know all about them. 
It is part of his duty. The men are 
selected to command because they 
have fitness for it. 
"We have confi- 


dence in the men who select them. 
Therefore we do not bother our heads 
about them. In the Orange Free State 
we have had no war since I was a little 
fellow. 


"We never hear stories of personal 


daring told. When our people go to 
fight, they are expected to be victori- 
ous, and victory means many personal 
sacrifices and gallant deeds. 


"No reports are made commending 


the deeds of leaders in action. 
Why 


should there be? Each man will do the 
best he can, and why should one be 
praised because his opportunity is 
greater than another's? 


"When a soldier in our army shows 


capacity, he is rapidly promoted. There 
are leaders who are not known beyond 
the little circle in which they live. If 
one commandant shows that he is not 
equal to • his task, there are always 
others to take his place. 


"When war was declared In the 


Orange Free State, I hastened to get 
my 60 rounds of cartridges, place a 
good horse in my stable and secure the 
40 days' rations, as the law requires. 
I have never been In a war. I do not 
know anything about actual warfare, 
but I was sure that the men over me 
would know. I have hunted game, big 
and little, all my life. I have tilled the 
soil and herded cattle. 
You see, my 


hands are big from hard work. Now I 
am a merchant in Bloemfontein, where 
I sell American agricultural machin- 
ery, but I am still a farmer, and had it 
been thought I could best serve my 
people so I should have become a sol- 
dier." 


Nothing could be more simple than 


the talk and manner of Mr. Wessels. 
He is about 40 years old and was 
edupated in Cape Town. He speaks 
English with hardly a suggestion of an 
accent He is particularly well dress- 
ed. His father was one of the largest 
landowners in the Free State. He him- 
self has large interests in laud and in 
mines. 


When Mr. Wessels was asked if 


there were many foreigners in the 
Boer army and if they were the strate- 
gists who had won so many victories, 
ihe smiled, saying: 


"There are few foreigners in the 


Boer army, especially among the offi- 
cers. We want our own people to lead 
us. Many of us come from nn old fight- 
Ing stock. We arc not so ignorant as 
England would have the world be- 
llevo. 
It is tlio business of our mili- 


tary men to 1-nnw. to study. But the 
real reason for our successes can', I 
think, above all tilings, be attributed 
to our hnrd common sense. That is 
the oue thing that distinguishes us, I 
think—our good common sense."

bis 8,000 or 10,000 men made a stand 
agniust the greatest generals and the 
finest nrmy that England can put In 
the field ? 


All the world Is amazed by the man's 


courage and daring, but of him per- 
sonally liltln is known.

Until fonr years ago Crooje was a 


farmer. Then he was made saperlur 
tendent of natives In the Free State, 
In time of peace he has the appearance 
of absolute stupidity. He la shy and 
diffident 
He approaches people -with 


his hands clasped, bis bead on on* 
elde. He Invariably button* his' coat 
wrong, BO there IB a great gap. His 
voice Is soft and gentle. 


Montagu White, the American rep- 


resentative of the Boers, who knows 
Cronje well and has the most unbound- 
ed admiration for him, say.; ti::it a man 
meeting Oronje for the first time would 
not give htm a second thought unless 
it was to remark upon his apparent 
dullness and stupldtty. 


And yet this farmer of 68, with bis 


little army of 10,000 men, undrUled, 
ununifonned, with a dozen guns, of 
which only seven or eight are modern, 
has forced experts to admit that the 
great military systems of England and 
Germany are wholly wrong; that he 
knows more about modern scientific 
warfare than the great generals of En- 
rope. 


"Whence did Cuonje gain bis mllitaiy 


genius?' Mr. White was asked. 


"From the soil," he replied. 
But that is not wholly true. Ancestry 


has something to do with It These 
men are descended from those who 
fought In the army of William the 
Silent, that real man who loved liberty, 
that wonderfnl general who In all his 
years of fighting won but one real vic- 
tory on the field, yet In the end com- 
pelled Louis ,XIV to sue for peace, al- 
though the armies of the Grand Mo- 
narque defeated those of William the 
Silent on every battlefield. 


From the Huguenots they gained, 


too, a lofty devotion to principle and 
military gentas as well, for In the long 
struggle in France the Huguenots were 
wondrous fighters, and they won In 
the end. 


In battle he moves about with tre- 


mendous celerity. 
He seems to be 


everywhere at once. He is deeply re- 
ligious, but it is said of him that he 
prays with his eyes open, that nothing 
may escape him. He is said to be the 
most beloved man in the Boer army. 
His personal influence is very strong, 
and in battle he has always been very 
•Conspicuous. 


Of General Botha, the one who sur- 


fives and the abler one, almost nothing 
has been published. 
It is set forth 


that General Lucas Meyer was a fa- 
mous warrior in campaigns against the 
natives; that General Schalk-Burger is 
a self taught man distinguished for 
his calm logic and his skill as an ora- 
tor. In fact, it is significant that all 
the Boer information about their lead- 
ers has to do with their civic positions 
and distinction. 


Notwithstanding the reports 'that 


have come from South Africa about 
the disaffection of the Free Staters, it 
does not appear that they have ever 
lost hope. These reports are, of course, 
from British sources and are admitted- 
ly gleaned from Boer refugees and 
some prisoners. 


It Is only by pure accident that an 


insight is gained into the real charac- 
ter of these Boer leaders. Among the 
prisoners taken at Belmont were Com- 
mandant Serfoutein, an Orange Free 
State burgher, who was captured be- 
cause he refused to leave his 17-year- 
old son, who was dangerously wound- 
ed. When he was questioned about 
the outcome of the war, he was silent 
for awhile, and then he said: 


"Whether you are right or we are 


right I do not know. You are strong. 
But to be strong is of no matter. Only 
God rules. He will decide it." 


It is this firm, sweet, simple faith of 


an honest man that has made the 
Boers great. On the other hand. Colo- 
nel Schiel, the German who is credited 
with directing the Boer artillery, a 
man who knows the armies of Europe 
and the resources of England, who is 
not moved either by lofty patriotism 
or a divine faith, is confident that 
England will fail. 


"You fought well, but our numbers 


were few," he replied when he was 
asked about Elandslaagte. 


"How many Boers were engaged?" 


he was asked. 


"If I told you, your national self es- 


teem would discredit my assertion," 
was his reply. 


Light FieldglaSBen For the Army. 
The firm that built the Lick and oth- 


er great telescopes has been given aa 
order by the war department for 100 
fieldglasses of a ne^ design that are 
expected to be lighter in proportion to 
their power than any other fieldglass- 
es yet produced, says the Cleveland 
correspondent of the Chicago Record. 
They will weigh but 11 ounces and be 
but about four inches long, but they 
are expected to be sufficiently power- 
ful to take the place of the glasses 
now used in the army. 
The new 


glasses are a part of the general plan 
for lightening the service equipment 
of the army.

Radical Sanitary Work and Burning 


oi Chinatown Described. 


E. C. Brown, a former resident of 


Terre Haute, Ind., but who has lived 
in Honolulu a number of years, writes 
as foilows about the bubonic plague, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat: 


"The plague was first discovered by 


the death of a bookkeeper iu one of 
the large Chinese stores in Chinatown. 
After three deaths the disease seemed 
to have been stamped out. Tons of 
refuse were burned, and whitewash 
was used in every conceivable place. 
Quarantine was declared off, and Chi- 
natown again became a busy place. 
This was a few days after Christmas. 
You see, we have so much sunshine 
here, and as the islands are swept by 
& trade wind all the time we felt the 
dread disease could not get a foothold 
here. In fact, some"of the physicians 
said the cases were not bubonic plague. 
Well, tilings drifted along in this man- 
ner until the day after Christmas, 
when it'was learned that the disease 
had broken out worse tban before in 
Chinatown. Since then there has been 
an average of a death a day. In the 
last two days there have been five 
deaths. (The letter was written Jan. 
15.) 
On Sunday, the 14th, a white 


lady, msmager of the art department 
of a store, was attacked. 
She had 


picked up a dead rat in the store aud 
thrown it out. In all countries where 
they have the plague they find that 
rats carry the disease more than any- 
thing else. 


"The government has appropriated 


$300.000 to fight the disease. They are 
burning Chinatown as fast as possible. 
The disease was found in a block out- 
side Chinatown and is being burned 
today. 
A part of the city known as 


Kalibi is used as a detention camp. As 
fnst as they get buildings up here thoy 
burn a block already condemned. The 
people taken to the camp are first thor- 
oughly disinfected and provided with 
new clothing. They are kept in the 
camp ten days. All the bodies of those 
who die from the disease are burned. 
Business is almost at a standstill. You 
can come Into the city, but you cannot 
go out. The trouble was that strict 
regulations were not enforced In build- 
ing Chinatown. 
It was a veritable 


cesspool from one end to the other. I 
think, however, that a white person 
must come in actual contact with the 
disease before getting it.

Upon taking the Philippine Islands 


t.-ithcxut the consent of the governed 'a 
w ord. may be said. "We have 
never 


asked the consent of any inhabitant of 
all the vast territory we have annexed, 
with the single exception, of Hawaii. 
If we had wanted the consent of the 
Filipinos there was no means of get- 
ting it, and nobody has ever had it, 
so far as an expression by vote goes. 
There was but one course open to us, 
which was to take the islands under 
the law of nations and the laws of good 
morals and then by wise and "beneficent 
government to prove that we had the 
consnt of the governed by their general 
acquiescence in a rule which brought 
them greater liberty and a higher pros- 
perity than anything1 of which they 
had ever dreamed. The rebellion of a 
portion of one tribe under the leader- 
ship of a self-seeking1 dictator of the 
ordinary half-breed type in nowise al- 
ters the general proposition. It merely 
added to our duties that of subduing 
an insurrection and restoring peace 
and order as a preliminary to other 
work that we are to do-. The propo- 
sition of Agninaldo, and his followers 
—which now appears to be that of the 
democratic party in the United States 
—that we should recognize this local 
leader of a portion of a single tribe as 
a ruler of all the Filir>inos, that we 
should sustain him in governing1 and 
help him. to crush the other tribes at 
the same time that we protected 
him from interference by foreign na- 
tions, is a scheme so preposterous that 
the bare statement of it carries its re- 
futation. To have responsibility with- 
out power, to be involved in wars v.-ith 
the natives, in difficult negotiations, 
and in other" wars with foreign pow- 
ers, at the pleasure of an irresponsible 
Chinese Mestizo, is what this policy 
would force upon us. It would require 
fleets and armies, and bring wars and 
rumors of wars, beyond anvthing we 
can readily imagine, and would, have 
no result except injury to ourselves 
coupled with misery a-nd the destruc- 
tion of all hope of advancement to the 
people whom we rescued from Spain. Is 
it not better, saner, more moral in 
the highest degree, to restore peace 
and order in the Philippines, bring to 
them prosperity, freedom, and safety, 
and confer upon them as rapidly as 
conditions justify it the largest mea- 
sure of self government and home rule? 
Such, at least, is the 
policy which 


those who support the president's ac- 
tion believe in, just as they believe in 
the ability and honesty of the Ameri- 
oan people to deal successfully with the

Tit* Clark-Daly Feud 


"Twenty years ago William A. Clark 


and Marcus Daly were partners in th 
mining business in Montana," says a 
writer in Ainslea's Magazine. "The two 
had made their fortunes In the rough 
conditions of the early years in tha 
state and had been drawn together 
perhaps by that peculiar sympathy 
which, the world over, unites men of 
natural bigness. Daly was the agen 
and the practical mine locater anc 
operator for the rich syndicate com- 
posed of J. B. Haggin, Lloyd Tevis and 
George Hearst (afterward 
Senator) 


Clark xvas a merchant and 
banker 


who had been successful in most of his 
operations, and who had money to 
spare to invest in mines. Clark's cap- 
ital and Daly's mining acumen com- 
bined to form a partnership of un- 
usual effectiveness. Montana's early 
mining 
developments involved 
the 


Cjlark-Daly 
jnovemefnts 
at almost 


every important turn. 


"During the duration of the partner- 


ship, the interests of the two men ex- 
tended 
widely, 
participating even- 


tually in every aspect of the progress 
of the community. Their capital aided 
in the location and improvement of 
new mine sites and hence of ne\\ 
towns. They had to do with the con- 
struction of the railroads. They built 
smelters and employed hundreds of 


men. 
They loaned money to others 


They acquired landed as well as min- 
eral properties. They established anc 
conducted banks, built office structures 
operated street railways and—of nec- 
essity—went into politics. By the time 
the quarrel arose between them there 
was scarcely a phase of the state's ac- 
tivities in which they were not, either 
jointly or individually, concerned. 


WHEN THE FIGHT BEGA'N. 


"No one knows, except Clark and 


Daly themselves, when this close as- 
sociation began to break. And no one 
clearly knows why. The friends of 
Clark do not acknowledge that there 
was any outward evidence of rupture 
until as late as 1888. The friends of 
Daly date it back to the latter part of 
the seventies. 


"Daly is an Irishman, fond of power, 


fretful 
when opposed. Clark is an 


American, not 
accustomed to lose 


chances or to be beaten. He entered 
Montana with an ox team and no 
money and everything he had earned 
had come by hard knocks and superior 
shrewdness. Daly, on the other hand, 
•n-hile Dually shrewd, had made his 
way by acting for others, Originally a 
mining prospector, he had become a 
locator for others, and though aremark 
able acuteness of judgment had been 
able to command an interest inthe valu- 
able properties 
which he discovered, 


through the bartering of these inter- 
ests he had laid the foundations of a 
fortune; but, by choice as well as by 
inducement, he had remained with the 
syndicates and ultimately had 
be- 


come their manager and representa- 
tive. He acted in this capacity al! 
during the private partnership with 
Clark, and in whatever he did with 
Clark the syndicate's interests appear 
to have mingled. Where there were 
town improvements to be made, Daly 
rendered assistance on behalf of the 
company. In the narratives told of the 
.,-cr.esis of the quarrel, there is little 
separation of Daly as representative 
of the syndicate from. Daly as in- 
dividual. 


"According to one story*,' Daly, in be- 


half of the syndicate, was seeking1 to 
acquire an important copper inline, 
when Clark proceeding upon inside 
knowledge derived from close friend- 
ship with Daly, bought the property 
before Daly could close. 


ANOTHER STORY. 


"Another story is that Daly, still 


acting as reprcsetative of the syndi- 
cate, entered upon an extended series 
of improvements in the town of Ana- 
conda, and was engaged in acquiring 
certain water rights, when Clark saw 
a chance and held the syndicate up for 
a big profit. Daly had acquired about 
seven-eighths of the necessary rights 
for some ?10,000 to $15,000 when Clark 
slipped in and bought the remaining 
eighth and then asked Daly $25,000 
for it. The price made Daly's agents 
hesitate for 24 hours. When they re- 
turned with $25,000, Clark asked $50,- 
000. When they hesitated another twen- 
ty-four hours, and then returned with 
the 
$50,000, Clark asked still more 


continuing to advance the price with 
• 
each hesitation of the purchasers until 
ultimately he received $125,000. 


"Still another narrative js that while 


Clark and Daly were associated in, the 
ownership of a large tract of land, 
Daly ordered some improvements dur- 
ing Clark's absence. Clark, upon re- 
turn, disapproved of the improvements, 
refused to bear the expense, and com- 
pplipfl Daly to buy him out. The price 
he fixed was regarded by Daly as a de- 
liberate extortion. 


"In the absence of authorative ex- 


planntion, It is necessary to take the 
quarrel for granted, as tbs people of 
Montana have done,"

THE LEADING ARTICLE. 


Advent and Development of tbe Edi- 


torial In Newspapers. 


"I know what 'leaders' are, for I have 


written them," said Benjamin Disraeli 
in the course of a speech In the house 
of commons, and, though all of us may 
not have written "leaders" for The 
Morning Post and other newspapers, 
like Disraeli, we all at least know the 
meaning of the term "leaders." 


For more than 100 years after the 


publication of the first daily newspa- 
per The Daily Courant, which consist- 
ed of a small sheet printed on one side 
only and made its appearance in Lon- 
don in March, 1702, the "dailies" con- 
fined themselves to what is perhaps 
the proper business of a newspaper, 
tbe publication of the largest possible 
amount of news, and made no attempt 
whatever to mold or direct public opin- 
ion. 


At the opening of the nineteenth cen- 


tury "the leading article" first appear- 
ed in the morning papers. It was orig- 
inally called the "leaded article," be- 
cause of the "leads" or spaces intro- 
duced between the lines to spread out 
the article and give it an imposing ap- 
pearance in order that it might at ones 
attract the eye of even the most casual 
reader. 
After a time it was called 


"leading article" or "leader" or "edi- 
torial," names by which it is now uni- 
versally known in newspaper offices. 


At the beginning "leaders" were pub- 


lished only tentatively. Their publica- 
tion was irregular. In form they were 
brief—we should call them "editorial 
paragraphs'" now—and they were prin- 
cipally used to direct special attention 
to some important event recorded in the 
news columns. But 75 years ago they 
became a settled and regular feature 
of the daily newspaper and a potent 
agency for promoting opinions, politi- 
cal, religious and social.—Cornhill Mag- 
azine.

AUTOMATIC ORE UNLOADER. 


Machine That Displace* Shovelem 


on Lake Docim. 


The announcement at Ashtabula, O,, 


the other day tSat orders had been 
placed for two more automatic iron 
ore unloaders to be built at once for 
use on the Carnegie docks at Con- 
neaut carries with it great importance. 
For months tests have been in progress 
on the first and only automatic ore un- 
loader in the world. At first it was 
believed by many to be a failure, but 
in its improved form it is meeting ev- 
ery anticipation. 


As gigantic expense is involved in 


their construction, the placing of two 
additional orders is taken to mean that 
it has been perfected and will soon be 
adopted at every ore receiving port on 
the great lakes, says the New York 
Times. This will directly affect thou- 
sands of ore shoveler*. 


The great scoop, which is a part of 


the massive 400 ton machine, dipg 
up ten tons of ore at a time. One 
machine working ten hours a day can 
displace 100 men with satisfactory re- 
sults. 
The shovelers regard it with 


fear, apparently realizing the fate of 
unskilled labor on lake docks.

The better grades 
will leave no sediment

that in the cheaper grades the shell is 
ground up and used as a 'filler.' The 
lighter the chocolate the better the 
grade.

owing to the ground up shell.

And Will Show Benefits of Going With- 


out Food, First of a Series of 


Fasts, Last of Which Will 


be (or 60 Days 


The long- rasters who have at various 


times gone without fodd for manv days 
are to have a rival in this c'ty within 
a short time. Dr. Immanuel Pfeiffer, 
who has been conducting: a health, sani- 
tarium in this city for about a year, 
and is now located on Holden street, 
announces that he will begin within 
a week or so a fast of 21 days. He has 
not completed his plans for the trial 
entirely, but said this afternoon that 
he expected to stay in North Adams 
while he was fasting. 


Dr. Pfeiffer is a firm believer in the 


influence of the mind over the body. 
and believes that sufficient recognition 
of will power is all thut is needed to 
enable him co make his fast success- 
fully. 
He will make the experiment 


in the interests of science, and will 
keep a careful record of his sensations 
on each day of hisi fast, which will 
probably be used afterwards in. writ- 
ing a. book on the subject. 


Thisi is the first time that he has 


ever tried to go without food for long- 
times, but life says that after complet- 
ing- the 21 days of fasting, he will in 
a few months begin a longer fast, and 
will finally go without food for what 
he considers to be about the longest 
period possible for any man. He 
thinks this to be about 60 davs. 


Dr. Pfeiffer, in talking- of his r>lan 


with a reporter this afternoon, said 
that one of his firmest beliefs was that 
people eat too much all the time. The 
doctor himself eats only two' meals a 
day, 
and much of the time only one. 


He never uses meat, ui/x*fee or tea, his 
diet being purely that of a vegetarian. 
In treating patients at his sanitarium 
he insists on less food, and believes 
that nearly every man and woman is 
injured by too much eating. He be- 
lieves that by a series of experiments 
such asi he intends to conduct he can 
demonstrate in a way that will compel 
popular attention, the fact that less 
food is better for a man 
than 
the 


amount usually eaten. 


He thinks that his mental powers 


will grow steadily mare acute during 
his period of fasting, while he docs 
not expect that physically he will be- 
come at all weakened. 


During- the time that he is fasting' he 


will take absolutely nothing but water 
into his stomach. He expects to drink 
an average of about a pint of water 
a day, s;ime> days taking more and 
some days less. 


Dr. Pfeiffer is 59 years old, weighs 200 


nounds, and says that he has enjoved 
tor years the very best of health. He 
will make no preparation for his fast 
in the way of eating fattening- foods 
before it, bu? will live up to the day- 
he begins on his usual diet of a small 


' amount of vegetable food and fruits. 


His plan is to go ,about his work in 


the usual way, although if possible he 
\\ouid like to> do it in public and have 
reliable men watch him, to satisfy the 
public that he actually eats nothing. 
He will write a certain number of 
hours each day, take a long walk, saw 
o certain amount of wood for exercise, 
and practice as usual. • 


His first plan was to go to some large 


city, secure the attention of some of 
the leading men, K.r.d give lectures on 
health in a hr.ll three times a day, be- 
sides writing each day his experiences 
for papers. This he will probably give 
up, however, and will fast in' North 
Adams, and perhaps will give lectures 
here during the time that he fasts. His 
chief motive is to enrich science on the 
subject of eating, but incidentally will 
make it pay him as well as can be 
done. 


In speaking of the way he expects 


the fast to affect him, Dr. Pfeiffer says 
he does not expect to feele hungry at 
any time. He thinks that his will 
power can control his appetite so com- 
pletely that by merely insisting to 
himself that he does not feel hunger, 
be will.be entirely free from any desire 
•to eat. He thinks that in this way bet- 
ter than any other he can prove to the 
public his theory that mind can govefn 
the body and that over eating is one of 
the greatest causes of human suffering. 


He recognizes that physically he is 


better prepared than many to go with- 
out food, but he believes that any one 
who recognizes the possession of will 
power can do the same, arcd thinks 
that he can teach any one to do it suc- 
cessfully. 


Dr. Pfeiffer's plans differ somewhat 


from the methods of most of those who 
have fasted for long periods. Usually 
the men who have done this have taken 
almost no exercise, have taken on as 
much fat as possible before beginning, 
and have depended largely on their re- 
serve tissue to survive. Dr. Pfeiffer, 
as indicated above, will do none of 
these thing's. He will begin the fast 
with no more preparation 
physically 


than he has today, will take all the ex- 
ercise- ho usually does and even more, 
and confidently believes that he will go 
through the period without losing1 any 
nervous energy, with as clear a mind 
and as sound a body as at the begin- 
ning, and with unimpaired physical 
powers. He will pay more attention 
than usual perhaps to hygenic living, 
will take two cold baths a day, and 
will pay especial attention 
to deep 


breathing exercises. 


He thinks that after practicing fast- 


ing in shorter pprinrls, as described, he 
will be able to go two months without 
a. particle of food, with no more suf- 
fering than he expects for this first 
trial, which is none. The experiment 
will be watched with great Interest not 
only in this city but throughout the 
country. 


The last faster to achieve prominence 


was a New York man named Rathbun, 
who fasted 35 days, his purpose being 
to reduce his weight . When he begun 
he weighed 207 pounds, and when he 
finished 
he weighed 164 pounds. He 


completed his fast February 26.

that the owns should be relieved of 
a part oi the burd-en causr-d uy the ex- 
emption of the colleges from taxation. 


Clarence M. Smith oi Williamstown 


said the town was established before 
the college. The founder established a 
town school which has developed into 
a state college. 
Confined to a proper 


amount of land, no harm is done. But 
they go on growing-, buy all the avail- 
able property and crowd the rest fo 
the town. 


K. .T, lliley of Amherst told how the 


valuation of that town, had fallen while 
that of college exempted property had 
increased until now the former was 
*.M07,30!>, and the latter $2,007,184. The 
sti>cK-nts brought no> great amount of 
money to the town. Their board money 
they have to sr>end theie, but all pos- 
sible they buy outside. Now this ex- 
emption of dormitory property allows 
the college to compete unfairly with 
townspeople, and the ^ollese is so 
v.ealthy that 'si is loaning money that 
savings banks cannot afford to. 


Spanish \Vui- Veterans 


Another hearing was held yesterday 


on the employment of -veterans of the 
Spanish war and the civil st-rvice ex- 
e-"ption. William Errlicotc 
appeared 


before the committee and expressed 
his opinions as to the course the com- 
P'onwealth should take in appointing 
officials. He said that official .positions 
should be given by civil service exami- 
nation, for that is the only method by 
which competent men '-an be secuied. 
•Ke objected to men receivins office on 
account of action during the war. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Evans, who was a 


i.urse during- the war, said she wished 
her nephew was present. There was a 
spirit of patrita'tistm in the enlistment 
for the war against Saair. which no 
one could resist. She claimed that this 
war was very different from the Civil 
war. E. H. Preble, a veteran of the 
Civil war, opposed the measure in the 
interest of the boys of' 61, and was fol- 
lowed by several others opposing- the 
measure. 


Reform Spelling Adopted 


By a large majority the house voted 


yesterday for a bill to require the use 
of reformed spelling in public docu- 
ments of the state. It was a singular 
c'ebate and illustrated the strength of 
a good cause in the face of ridicule. 
The judiciary committee had voted 
unanimously against the bill, and the 
petitioner, Mr. Fitts of Somerville, be- 
gan his speech for the cause -with an 
apparent disposition on the part of the 
house to laugh him down. But he made 
out a good case, especially when he 
said that he was willing- to spell his 
name Fits or Fitz, if it were for the 
good of humanity. Then Mr. McNary 
ot Boston came forward with a sen- 
sible speech for the bill. Others showed 
that the idea was in the line of und- 
ress. The committee did not choose to 
debate the bill and the house rave a 
surprisingly large vote for spelling- re- 
forni. 


Railroad Ticket Rebate 


The bill compelling railroad compa- 


nies to refund the 10 cents rebate 
checks issued by conductors at any 
time, instead of within 10 days, as is 
now the rule, was amended by Mr. 
Reynolds of Essex, fixing th° time lim- 
it at one year.
